EGAN. 
HIS CONTRACT WITH PERIOLAT. 

Architect Egan sent a communication to the 
Grand Jury yesterday asking that he be granted an 
audience at once. He did not recetve any response, 
but the reporters, hearing of his action, at once set 
out in search of him for an interview. The day be- 
fore he had positively refused tobe interviewed, 
and the reporters knowing this entered on the work 
of *‘scooping’ the Grand Jury, but with appre- 
hensions of failure. He was found late in the 
evening by a TarspuNe representative resting from 
hie day's labor on a Michigan avenue stoop. He 
knew the mission of his visitor at a giance, invited 
him to take a seat, and feeling that it would be far 
more troublesome to conceal than to reveal. asked 
him just what he wanted. The scribe replied that 
he was anxious to get the substance of what he had 
to tell the Grand Jury im advance, and 
he at once entered upon 

HIS STORY, 

the subetance of which ie as follows: In 1872, he 
said, he was with Mr. Armstrong erectinz the 
County Jail. At that time the new Court-Honse 
was being talked of; and he naturally felt an 
anxiety to become the architect. Hie standing 
with the County Board at the time was good, and 
he did not imagine that he would have much op- 
position. 
he found Penolat, who Was then making his masty

_THE MYSTERY WAS EXPLAINED. 

He looked up Hinsdale, took him over tothe 
building, and had to sign the order away to him@pe- 
fore he could get it signed by the Chairman. Hins- 
dale took the order, and got it cashed without the 
slightest delay, paid $7,500 over to Periviat, him- 
sell what was owing him, and returned to him the 
sum of $7,180, which he showed that he deposited 
Bank, March , and 
subseguently divided with Armstrong. He 
regarded himecif now as de out of 
the clutches ef Periolat, and had Hinsdale as a 
witness to his having fulfilled his ment to the 
letter. sr eériolat, however, did not keep his prom- 
ise to surrcnderthe origina! written agreement, but 
had sent him word that it had been stoien since he 
received the $7,500 from Swett's office, or had 
been lost, Before it got inte Swett’s hands Egan 
had deen told it was destroyed. 

This is hie story as will be told to the fury to- 
morrow if he has a chance. and throws some new 
light upon the situation. It shows conclusive) 
just how great has been Periolat’s influence wit 
the Board, without showing positively how that 
influence had been maintained. 

NEXT COMES CLEM. 

So far Mr. Egan, After he had had his say, a 
reporter called upon Mr. Periolat and 
informed him what that genticman had 
stated, whereto Mr. Periolat responded that Mr. 
Egan was not going to resign; it was all a piece of 
bluff and brag. It was plain to him that had 
weakened simply because he knew that Periolat 
was going before the Grand Jury to expose the 
whole thing. When Egan was before Mr. Storey s 
Grand Jury, he had sworn that Periolat had at- 
tempted to olackmail him, and now, under the in- 
fluence of this outside pressure, he was coming 
out with the facts, or a part of them. But he had 
not stated them all. Mr. Egan nad not 
stated that there was a supplemental 
agreement, accompanied with a note.

mental papers which Perio,at bed; and acting under 
the belief that they were destroyed, was trying to 
set himeelf rizht before the public, when the fact 
was Egan was as deep in the mud as any oue. 

The last $7, 500 which he received from i gan had 
been put into his own business. as he cou!d show 
by his books and papers. Egan's pretense that bis 
claims were worth $26.000 was allafraud. Te 
was not entitled to anything. 


THE GRAND JURY, 
ITS BRIEF DELIBEKATIONS. 

The twenty-three good and true men who are 
just at present making the County Ring-ters trem- 
dle in their boots, and their very hair stand on 
end, gathered in the third story Star Chamber of the 
County Building, at 10 o'clock yesterday morning.

Already there ie hardly a Croatian 
official of rank wno does not consider himself the 
destined administrator of Bosnia and the Herzego- 
vina, and every official's cousin or nephew counts 
for certain on a handsome appointment when the 
moment comes for the Austrian occupation of the 
Turkish provinces. The agitation for the annexa- 
tion of Bosnia and the Herzegovina is carried on 
systematically in Croatia, and numerous agencies 
have been established beyond the Save for the pur- 
pose of preparing a petition in mass from the in- 
habitants for the protection of Austrian occupa- 
tion. 
If this Magyar wail be true, and the recent 
ascendency of the Slaves in the Councils of 
the Government be also correct, then is an 
alliance between England and Austria mani- 
festly impossible. There will be many who 
will ask the same question as the London 
Spectator: ‘*‘ What is the Austrian Com- 
mander-in-Chief doing on the banks of the 
Save, if the contingency of crossing it is not 
entertained at Vienna ?” 


THE COUNTY RING. 
There is hope at last, and for the first time 
in several years, that the Cook County Ring 
may be smashed. It was one of those con- 
spiracies which could not be definitely ex- 
posed till one or more of the active and more 
prominent members of the Ring should tell 
its story. Knut r, a year or so ago, told 
what he knew, or a part of it, and there was 


’ extraneous evidence which would probably 


have convicted some of the ringleaders if it 
had not been run off; but the chief men in 
the Ring have been close-mouthed, and so 
confident that some of their boldest opera- 
tions have been in the very face of Grand 
Juries who were investigating them. It has 
been known that PxnTOLAr was the principal 
outside operator, a sort of Protean con- 
tractor, a skillful manipulator,—in one 
word, the Jaxe Ream of the County 
Ring. The prospect for complete exposure 
comes in the shape of a professed willing- 
ness on the part of Prrrozat to “squeal.” 
He knows it all. He was the Treasurer of 
the Ring, and divided the money. He dic- 
tated the letting of the contracts, and levied 
the contributions on those who had favors to 
ask of the Ring. There has probably not 
been a single transaction of the County 
Board for years, in which money was in- 
volved, that is not entirely familiar to PR- 
LAT. He can probably tell the means by 
which every contract was procured, what the 
profits were, how much of the goods or 
articles contracted for was furnished, what 
proportion the Ring received, and how the 
money was divided. He can reveal the de- 
tails not only of his own operations as a con- 
tractor, but of the blackmail levied by the 
Ring on officials, employes, and other con- 
tractors as a consideration for the favors 
granted. 

So far, it is not likely that PratoLar has 
made up his mind to make an expose of 
the Ring operations. He has been prompted 
to say what he has told by spite against his 
former partner, Fonsrru, who had pre- 
viously thrown upon him all blame for the

So a wedge has been lodged 
under the County Ring which will en- 
able the public, with the assistance 
of the Courts, to overturn it. Porr 
will have excited by his partial statements 
the same animosity among other beneficia- 
ries of the Ring that Forsrrn’s statements 
excited in him. This will lead to other par- 
tial statements, and a series of criminations 
and recriminations will finally expose the 
whole gang. In the meantime, we think 
operations will be suspended. It seems so 
certain that the whole villainy will come out 
that it is not unlikely everybody will adopt 
the motto, Satte gui peut.” Pear has 
superior advantages for saving himself by 
giving away the others. His own judgment 
will probably prompt him, sooner or later, 
to make a clean breast of the whole affair.

NS AND sCAFFOLD- 


The majesty of the law still vindicates 
itself, and secures protection for the com- 
munity, in most of the States of the Union, 


the gravest class of offenses. Murder in par- 
ticular is visited with this highest penalty. 
This is done upon the principle that the 
most heinous crime should receive the heavi- 
est punishment. As life is man’s most 
precious possession, being the necessary con- 
dition of all action and enjoyment, so mur- 
der goes to the extreme verge of injury, under 
the manifestation of the deepest malig- 
nity. The very deed proves its‘own nature. 
For what leads the murderer to take the 
life of his victim, rather than to do him 
some other damage, but the belief 
that thereby he inflicts the worst possible 
injury vpon the man he hates? This shows 
by parity of reasoning that what the mur- 
derer would most dread to lose would be his 
own life. Thus we gain an index to the 
most suitable form of retribution. Capital 
punishment marks, by its severity, the 
gravity of the crime of murder; it punishes 
it also by a penalty which gains power by a 
just analogy with the crime, in that it takes 
from the criminal precisely what he took 
wickedly from his victim; and it deters those 
tempted by hatred to commit the crime by 
threatening them with the loss of that which, 
in their evident opinion, is the human pos- 
session of greatest value, and of which they 
are desiring to deprive their hated fellow- 
man. There seems thus to be a simple and 
yet adeep philosophy in capital punishment, 
which can never long or safely be set aside. 
No substitute can ever be found equally 
efficacious. 

But the power of the penalty is in its fact, 
rather than in its method or publicity. 
Here is where mistakes were formerly cdin- 
mon, and are even now often made. It was 
naturally argued that, if capital punishment 
was just and beneficent, then it ought to be 
made as impressive as possible. To that 
end, it was performed publicly, and for a 
long time in a bloody manner,—by decapita- 
tion,—as if the real and needed impression 
must be in a way of horror. But it was 
overlooked that the only part of the com- 
munity likely to gratify a ghastly curiosity 
by presence on such an occasion was com- 
posed of the worst elements of society, and 
that the effect of such a curious gazing upon 
the agonies of others was sure to be demor- 
alizing. Publicity also appealed to the false 
pride of degraded criminals, who, ex- 
pecting to see their vile associates 
in front of the scaffold, were often 
led to meet death with bravado, in 
order to leave behind a reputation for oour- 
age and fortitude. We think animal food a 
necessity, and it follows that we must have 
butchers. But it does not follow that we 
must take our children to the slaughter- 
houses to witness the death of lambs and 
sheep; nor that it would be well to have 
abattoirs along our boulevards, that the mul- 
titude might gloat over the sight of bullocks 
subjected to the ax or the knife. The mis- 
fortunes of men call for the application of 
surgical skill; but it would be a false logic 
which should reason that consequently sur- 
gical operations shouid be publicly perform- 
ed before a miscellaneous gazing crowd. 
The actual and salutary power of capital 
punishment, as a vindication of law and a 
protection to the community, is in the 
known and terrible fact that the man 
who took his fellow-man’s life in hatred 
has lost his own as the forfeit. No 
spectators are needed but a few, specified by 
law, to testify that justice has had its due, 
according to the judicial sentence. As re- 
gards the criminal himself, it is best that he 
be left to confront singly his sad fate, with- 
out the eclat of a crowd. As regards the 
vicious classes, the impression is deepest 
which is made by the unseen but awful exe- 
cution which takes place within prison walls. 
With them the old Roman maxim holds 
strikingly true: Omnei ; 
what is unknown ev ge 
mystery of a violent death, inflicted by law, 
out of the sight of the public, enters their 
souls appallingly, there being nothing to de- 
tract from the dread effect. Imagination 
comes to the aid of justice more powerfully 
than actual vision. 

What a horrible blunder these public exe- 
cutions are in every point of view.

Plainly, there should be an end to such re- 
ligious harangues, which, however. well 
meant, make a false impression as to the 
Christian religion; as if a murderer might 
commit his crime with a presumptuous and 
blasphemous reliance beforehand, on the 
mercy of Gop in Onur, to save from all 
evil consequences, and might be sure that 
his scheme would be successful; sending his 
unconverted victim to Hell, it may be, and 
going himself, via the gallows, to Heaven! 


Better were it for a penitent transgressor to 


go humbly and silently into the presence of 
the Great Judge, making no speeches to 
others about his faith and hope. He is to be 
taught, indeed, by his spiritual adviser that 
even he may be saved by. a thorough repent- 
ence and a true faith in Ounter; though, as 
with all death-bed conversions, there must 
be more or less doubt as to the genuineness 
of the change of character in view of the de- 
lauding influence of mere fear and the lack of 
time and opportunity to do the ordinary 
„works meet for repentance.” If Protes- 
tants suspect the value of such converted 
criminalism when associated with confession 
to a Romish priest and the devout kissing 
of a crucifix, others must be pardoned for not 
too readily crediting it when associated with 
the attentions of a Protestant minister and a 
fluent reference to the doctrine of atone- 
ment.

CHURCH AND STATE IN ITALY. 

The bill on Clerical Abuses which was in- 
troduced in the Italian Parliament early in 
May, although it was subsequently thrown 
out by the Senate, was one of the causes 
which paved the way towards MacManon’s 
abrupt change of Ministry, and, as such, a 
history of the legislation on this subject, 
which intimately concerns the relations of 
Church and State in Italy, will be of interest. 
The correspondence from Rome to the latest 
English papers, especially to the London 
Times, which is always so comprehensive in 
its sweep of information, taken in connec- 
tion with our own recent dispatches, con- 
tains many interesting facts not generally 
known in this country. 

The question of clerical abuses arose in 
the first Italian Parliament of 1854, and the 
first law was passed in July of that year. It 
was directed against those of the clergy who 
publicly. assailed the laws and mstitutions of 
the State, providing fines and other penal- 
ties for such conduct, increasing the pen- 
alties where the attack was printed, making 
them still more severe if the attack led 
to disobedience of the laws, and, if 
the publication was followed by sedition, 
making the author responsible as an ac- 
complice. In November, 1859, these 
measures were included in the Penal Code, 
with an extension of the penalties to min- 
isters “‘ who commit acts which are of a 
nature to excite contempt of or discontent 
against the laws of the State, or who by un- 
due refusal of their proper offices disturb the 
public conscience or the peace of families.” 
In May, 1871, the bill known as The Papal 
Guarantees ” was passed. The first part of 
the bill relates to the Pope and the Holy See. 
The second part increased the liberties of 
the clergy, abolished all restrictions as to the 
right of meeting, renounced the right of 
nomination to Bishoprics, released Bishops 
from taking the oath of loyalty to the 
sovereign, abolished the erequatur and placet 
required for the publication and execution of 
the acts of the ecclesiastical authorities, and 
decreed that no appeal could be made against 
clerical decisions in spiritual and disciplin- 


arian matters. It was tantamount to a con- 


cession by the State of nearly all its rights in 
ecclesiastical matters, excepting only the 
cxoquatur and placet, to the appointment 
of Bishops and priests to the major and 
minor benefices. Notwithstanding this whole- 
sale concession, the clergy showed no sense 
of gratitude, and the Bishops re to seek 
the areguatur they had alwayi been compel- 
led to obtain. In retaliation, the Minister of 
Justice drew up and incorporated in the new 
Penal Code a series of severe measures pun- 
ishing clergymen for the disturbance of the 
public conscience and the peace of families, 
for speaking or printing any writing against 
the laws of the State, and for exercising acts 
of external worship (like organizing proces- 
sions) contrary to the prohibition of the 
Government. The law was passed by the 
Senate and referred to the Chamber. Mean- 
while, the new Minister of Justice detached 
the law from the Code and added three 
clauses. The first inflicted a penalty of im- 
prisonment and fine upon those clergy 
who contravene the rules relating to pub- 
lications or acts having reference to matters 
connected with worship, for which the con- 
sent of the authorities is required.” The sec- 
ond provided that, although no appeal can be 
made against the spiritual or disciplinarian 
decision of the ecclesiastical authorities, yet, 
when any such decision is injurious to the 
material interests of individuals, the injured 
parties may sue for damages or the State for 
indemnification

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OFFICIAL DISHONESTY. 

Nearly two years ago Secretary 
struck down suddenly and vigorously an ex- 
tended and thoroughly organizsd combina- 
tion of Revenue officers to plunder the Treas- 
ury of its lawful income, and to corrupt and 
degrade society by making ill-gotten wealth 
a badge of distinction. This combination 
was not then new. It had existed under 
Jounson’s demoralized Administration, and 
with Grant's second election was renewed 


Houses wero so largely tainted with fraud 
and dishonesty that officials considered that 
stealing was a legitimate perquisite. From the 
National to the State and Municipal Govern. 
ments the spread of corruption was natural 
and easy; it became general, and reached 
the point thatit was conceded that in the 
United States an honest City Government 
was a rare exception to an almost uni- 
versal rule. In 1874 there was a 
kind of political evolution all over the 
West, in which there was sa liberal 
change of county officials. A result was, 
a large product of defaulting Cou.ty Treas- 
urers brought to shame because of their 
failure to get re-elected and the consequent 
exposure of their inability to settle their ac- 
counts. From public trusts the corruption 
extended to private business, and defalca- 
tions ani embezalements, forgeries and ap- 
propriations by bank and other corporation 
officers, and by clerks, bookkeepers, and 
cashiers of private firms, and even of relig- 
ious bodies, have become as common as petty 
larceny. The causes of all these things date 
back to the War, and the lavish expenditure 
of money, which created in the popular mind 
two strong and dangerous sentiments : 

1. That the possession of wealth was the 
grand end of human happiness, and that the 
man who was content to wait for this from 
the accumulation of honest labor and econo- 
my was behind the age.” 

2. That wealth was to be acquired by the 
shortest possible processes, and that there 
was no moral or social wrong or disgrace in 
defrauding or robbing the Government. 

Upon these two premises, social and busi- 
ness, and especially official, life has been 
conducted since the War, and that crime has 
become fashionable, and finds ready apology, 
is a natural consequence. The large and 
sudden fortunes made during the War begot 
an unrest among those hitherto content with 
small and general profits. The ostentatious 
display of wealth, in the shape of costly man- 
sions, dashing carriages and teams, the 
lavish display of diamonds and other gems, 
and the enormous expenditure for dress, for 
travel, and for living, by those who a short 
time previously were content with moderate 
wants scantily supplied, had a most demoral- 


izing effect upon the moral status of society. 


Every man thought that he had as much 
right to the happiness secured by great 
wealth as these neighbors once poorer than 
himself; and every woman sighed for the 
means to exhibit an equal splendor of dress, 
jewelry, carriages, and dwellings as that of 
her neighbors, who really were not so adapt- 
ed to these things as she was. This desire 
to have plenty of money, to acquire 
it rapidly, and to have it for the 
purpose of extravagant expenditure, took 
possession of society of all classes, not only 
in the large cities, but in the most rural 
villages. Speculation hardly distinguisha- 
ble from gambling beoame general. The 
dupes and victims of the Gold-Room, and the 
Exchange, included“men of all degrees. 
Staking their small means of from $100 to 
$1,000 each on some expected rise as a 
short way to enlarge their possessions, were 
thousands of women, and even clergymen, 
and men of all occupations and professions, 
who were tired of living merely well to do, 
and wanted to be rich atonce. We need not 
detail how this desire to get rich without 
work has undermined the moral sense of 
men and women, and especially of the 
young, and, once the attention was directed 
to getting money, how readily crime as 
a means lost its repulsiveness. The period 
from the close of the War to the date of the 
panic was one of national political and 
social restlessness and wastefulness in 
expenditure. The sufferings which have 
followed the panic have been largely due 
to the sudden arrest of this e- 
travagant expenditure, and to the 
difficult process of dispensing with a mode 
of living no longer supportable under the 
reduced if not wasted incomes of the pres- 
ent day. The desire to get rich is now sup- 
plemented by the effort to maintain a style 
of living no longer honestly podsible, and 
these are responsible for the general flood of 
crime which has of late years prevailed, and 
especially for the general criminality which 
has captured official life in this country.

A LONDON BREAKFAST. 
L. J. Jennings in New York Feria. 
This morning I had the advantage of being 
present ata breakfast which would, I think, 
have interested most of your readers quite as 
much as it did your correspondent. It was 
given by Lord Houghton, at the house which 
he occupies for the season, 24 Arlington street. 
The house itself bas some remarkable associa- 
tions connected with it, for Horace Walpole re- 
sided in it for many years, and, [ believe, built 


it. 
The breakfast was given in connection with a 
society which has done much for the cultivation 
of literary research in many curious and com- 
paratively unexplored fields. It is called the 
Philobiblon Society, and was originated by 
Lord Houghton, the late Prince Consort 
having been its first President. The 
members are men who are distin- 
guished in various ways, and special 
papers on various subjects are contributed 
by them occasionally, and collected in a volume, 
which is accessible only to members of the So- 
ciety. Ateach meeting the gentleman in whose 
house it takes 8 exhibits any * or 

intings which he may oo and, morn- 
ng, Lord Houghton had brought from Frystone 
Hail for the entertainment of his cuests a large 
number of scarce and extremely interesting 
volumes, which happily were rescued from the 
fire that destroyed a large part of his house. 
Among these was a little manuscript book 
which belonged to Dr. Donne, and in which 
autographs appear of various writers of the 
Shakespearean period. Lord Houghton stated 
that in his opinion it contained a dozen lines or 
more written by Shakespeare himself, a quota- 
tion from “Romeo and Juliet.“ Just below it 
is a short poem, unquestionably written by Ben 
Jonson with his own hand. There remain 
manuscripts of Jonson’s with which this writin 
can be compared, and it has been so compared, 
and in the opinion of experts there is not room 
for a question that it is a veritable autograph. 
There is nothing, as your readers are aware, 
which affords an opportunity for making the 
same comparison with the writing believed to be 
Shakspeare’s, but since every other contribution 
in the book was written by the author of it, 
there seems to be a strong probability at least 
that Shakspeare actually wrote the quotation 
from this play, which appears on page 56. It 
was examined with very great care and atten- 
tion, and the judgment of those present in- 
clined to the support of Lord Houghton’s con- 
jecture. The handwriting is very small, but 
neat and distinct. 
We were also shown a contemporary engrav- 
ing of Cromwell's head as it appeared after be- 
ing taken down from the place of degradation 
on which it was impaled; and the invitation 
issued at the time to attend nis funeral. ‘The 
head presents a shocking appearance, the nose 
being neariv eaten away, and hideous holes ap- 
pearing in other parts of the face. Rare en- 
gravines, illustrating every famous scene: or 
actor in the great civil wars, were also shown to 
the company. An extensive and unique set of 
the original drawings of that singular genius, 
William Blake, were spread upon the tables. 
There were many other books and plates, some 
of almost priceless value; but in the short time 
which remains to me before the closing of tne 
mail, this afternoon, I cannot attemptto give 
you a detailed account of them. 
Among the guests who attracted my notice 
was a gentleman of the old-school, with whom, 
I am sure, many of your readers would have 
been glad to have held a conversation. This 
was Baron Heath, who was Lord Byron’s 
school-fellow at Harrow, and who, being his 
junior, acted as his fag.“ He told me that 

rd Byron wore a boot at that time on his 
wither foot, in which a plate of tin was in- 
serted, in the hope that it would remedy the 
deformity, but that the foot ceased to grow at 
an early period of his life, and simply shrunk 
up. It was nota club-foot,“ as is commonly 
supposed. The boot was laced up in the middle. 
I remember it very well,“ said Baron Heath 
with a smile, “and for a very good reason,—I 
have often had to clean those same boots.” 
The persons still living who remember Lord 
Byron as a — must be very few in number, 
and Baron Heath is a charming example of the 
survivors of a fast vanishing generation, for 
his manners and conversation were formed at a 
period when courtesy was as much studied in 
social intercourse as rudeness appears to be at 
the present dar, and when men, as Dr. Johnson 
said, “fairly put their minds to yours.” The 
Baron told me that he was born in 1790, and 
that he had lived von | all his life in London, 
which he still maintains is one of the healthiest 
places in the world. I will bear the same testi- 
mony to it if I reach his age. 

BRINGING A DEAD MAN TO LIFE, 

Although the claws of Russian oflficialism

THIERS AT HOME. 
Paris letter in New Orleans Times. 

That tough little statesman, M. Thiers, has 
entered upon his 8ist year, and may live to be 
called again to the helm of affairs in France or 
to see the Third Empire. Who knows? At 
present he is hale and hearty, and his walk, car- 
riage, dress, and conversation are not those of 
an old man. He wears neither whiskers nor 
mustaches, and, like the Iron Duke of En- 
gland; shaves himself with an untrembling 
hand; indeed, the morning hour devoted to the 
razor is his favorite time for receiving visitors. 
Conversation does not divert his attention or 
put bis chin m peril; be goes and comes, his 
face hidden in white suds, from visitor to look- 
ing-glass and back, gesticulating with his brush, 
and with it punctuating and emphasizing his 
argument. is faith that he will live to cele- 
brate his 100th birthday is unimpaired. He has 
never known what a headache is,—so he says,— 
and has no infirmity but a nervous twitch of the 
eyelids. This health he ascribes to his excellent 
and unabused digestion. ** When aman,” says 
the octogenarian ex-President, “has not good 
digestive powers he has no business in the 
world.“ His wonderful memory and charming 
conversation make him the delight of his little 
circle of friends and visitors. Old age,” he 
says, must take an interest in everything 
and be itself disinterested. If youth is a ro- 
mance, old age is a history.” Prince Orloff and 
Lord Lyons, the Russian and British Ambassa- 
dors at Paris, are among his most intimate ac- 
quaintances. His literary and artistic treas- 
ures, which the Communists scattered so furi- 
ously, have been restored in all their pristine 
glory; notably his Florentine bronzes and Ital- 
ian paintings. In the matter of books he lacks 
that devotion to cream paper, Russia leather 
bindings and big margins which characterize so 
many lovers of the library. Books he regards 
as tools wherewith to work, and he annotates 
copiously. Finally, he is one of the best of 
Catholics. ‘I often invoke God,” he says; I 
am happy to believe in His existence, which 
lunatics and ignorance deny, but in which 
educated men find their consolation and hope.”

FEEDING BY ELECTRICITY. 

An elegantly-scientific mode of compelling a 
man to swallow food, who otherwise would 
have starved bimself to death, has been de- 
vised and put in practice in a French lunatic 
asylum. One of the patients who had persist- 
ently refused food was becoming quite. ema- 
ciated. The physician in charge, Ur. Ritti, was 
experimenting upon the patient to ascertain 
whether any of the functions of the palate, 
throat, etc., were impaired. On applyiug the 
terminals of a Rubmkorff coll, so as to pass a 
current from the 2 to the upper side of 
the neck just below the angie of the lower 
jaw, all the muscles of that region contracted, 
and the pharynx made an upward meve- 
ment. A bright thought struck the 
doctor. He had some food . prepared in 
portions, each of which represented a small 
mouthful. One of these boluses was put into 
the patient’s mouth, and the mouth was kept 
closed by an assistant. Then an electric current 
was passed, as before described, and instantly 
the patient swallowed the bolus. The upward 
movement which the pharynix made under the 
stimulus of electricity was precisely the same as 
that which is naturally made by that organ in 
the act of swallowing. The process was re- 
peated with the remaining boluses until a square 
meal had been administered to the patient. 
When the next meal time came round the pa- 
tient resisted and gave a great deal of trouble 
to the doctor and his assistants; but the inge- 
nuity which had so far triumphed was not to be 
easily foiled, and the treatment is pronounced 
successful.

The New York Public. 

For some weeks we have remarked a growing ir- 
reguiarity in the exchanges of the chief cities, 
which no longer give the same evidence as in 
April of improving business. The aggregate n- 
crease during the week ending May 26 was $19, - 
074,000, or 3.7 per cent, but it was wholly dne to 
that gain in this city wnich may be fairly attribut- 
ed to stock transactions, and, if exchanges arising 
from such transactions could be eliminated, the re- 
sult would show a slight decrease in other business 
payments. Moreover, a loss at five of the eleven 
cities reporting for two years, namely, 16.6 per 
cent at Philadelphia, 8.2 per cent at Chicago, 11.1 
per cent at Baltimore, insignificant at Cineinnati. 
and large though not accurately measurable at Mil- 
waukee. Onthe other hand, gains appear of 6.5 
per cent at New York, 3.0 percent at Boston, 
20.1 percent at St. Louis, 6.9 per cent at Louis- 
ville, 6.2 pe? centat Pittsburg, and a surprising 
gain of 63.8 percent at New Orleans. The in- 
crease of transaction: at New Orleans is probably 
due in part to payments and speculations in con- 
nection with the State debt. The following shows

The Freeport meeting, which closed last Friday, 
was very successful as far as the class of horses en- 
gaged and the time made goes, but in regard to 
the atiendance the same cannot be said. The peo- 
ple of Frecportand vicinity evidently do not ap- 
preciate the excitement of a bos trot,. or else 
they are too busy taking care of the crops to give 
the matter any attention. At all events the at- 
tendance was not what the excellence of each day's 
progratume deserved, and Mr. Taylor must hope 
for vetter luck another time. 

On Tuesday of tais week the meeting at Du- 
buque, which continues tive days, commences, 
and the indications are that there will be a fine 
field of starters in every race. From Chicago there 
there will de Nosey Brown with the gray geld- 
ing Shepherd Boy, that trotted so well at Free- 
port; Matt Colvin with Granville, who —＋ pag a 
half mile trota few davs ago at Dexter Park in 
1:12%: and William Crawiord with Jack Draper 
and Little Gypsy. Granville will start in the free- 
for-all race at Dubuque, and as his competitors 
will be such horses as Gen. Garfield, Marion, 


and others, it is the opinion of many 
horsemen that he stands no show to 
win, especially as it 18 not known 


that he has been driven a mile at full speed this 
season. Haif-mile trials are all very well in their 
way, dut as long as associations persist In not 
hanging up any money at the half-mile pole, 
horses that are able to live out the last half of the 
mile are liable to take away most of the purges. 

It was thought that;Morrill Higbie would go to 
Dubuque with h's string of trotters, but it is now 
known that such is not his intention. He 
shipped direct to Chicago from Freeport, and 
arrived at the track yesterday with Littie 
Fred and Bertie. The iatter horse is one that for 
two seasons has not been considered of much ac- 
count, owing to a tendency to apoplexy, which she 
developed so strongly during a race at Hartford, in 
1875, as to lav down near the quarter pole, causing 
several other horses in the ‘race to perform some 
astonishing evolutions, there being a pile of trot- 
ters and sulkies ten feet high on the spot where she 
fell. **Nosey”’’ Brown was driving her at the 
time, and of course escaped uninjured. Bertie was 
bled very frecly a short time ago, and it is believed 
that this will have a beneficial effect. 

The Joliet stailion, Gen. Grant, arrived at Dex- 
ter Pack last Thursday, and is in charge of Peter 
V. Johnson, who so successfully drove him last 
season. Grant s record is 2:21, and it is believed 
that he will lower it during the present season 
should his leg not give way. He left last night, in 
company with Johnson's other horses, for Mus- 
kegon, Mich. 

The report comes from Freeport that the. well- 
known horses Amy B. and Wolford's Z have gone 
amiss and will not stand training again this season. 
Both are troubled with game legs. 

Among the late arrivals at Dexter Park are the 
black gelding Nodaway, record 2:39; brown geld- 
ing Prince, no record; ana three other green horses. 
This stable is in charge of Mr. E. B. Robinson, of 
St. Joseph, Mo. The gray mare Rose of: Wash- 
ington, record 2:31, and the promising voung trot- 
ter Billy Bashaw,. owned by Mr. William Sinsa- 
bangh, of Washington, la., are expected to reach 
Dexter Park to-day. Other stables will arrive dur- 
ing the week, and by June 12, the date of the first 
meeting, there will be as fine a collection of 
trotters at the track as was ever seen in the West. 

It is now regarded as settied that the California 
party, consisting of Budd Doble, John Splan, and 
possibly Orrin Hickok, will not reach Chicago un- 
til about the let of July. They will give hippo- 
drome trots at Salt Lake City and otner points be- 
tween here and San Francisco, stopping at each 
place long enough to give the horses a good rest.

HARD TIMES FOR SAIL PROPERTY. 


Chicago was held Yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
in the committee room of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, for the purpose of taking some action with 
a view toward sending representatives to the Buffa- 
lo Convention of Vessel-Owners, which meets on 
the Gth inst. ‘There were present Capts. George C. 
Finney, C. J. Magill, J. B. Hall, H. 8. Halsted, 
Dunham, and John Long, and Messrs. Hood, 


Elphicke, and Finn. 

Capt. Finney was called to the chair, and Capt. 
Long acted as Secretary. 

Capt. Hall said he thought that Chicago should 
be represented at Buffalo, and the President re- 
marked that he had been informed that this city 
seemed to take less interest in the Convention than 
any other. 

Mr. Hood attributed the apathy of Chicago ves- 
sel-owners to the fact that they had been dis- 
couraged, and consequently demoralized, by the 
continued depression in their business. 
Capt. Dunham was in favor of ap 
tes, and said his rience had been that the 
usiness of organizations was generally attend- 
ed to by one ortwomen, and if they waited for a 
larger attendance perhaps they would not get it. 

＋ motion to adjourn until Monday afternoon to 
meet at the same piace and hour was made and 
adopted, and afterwards an informal talk ensued. 
in which Capt. Magill said one of his vessels had 
been laid up for ten days, and she would be kept 
there before he would send her out at the present 
rates of freight.

THE PENSIONERS. 
FURTHER PROTESTS AGAINST THE REMOVAL OF 
THE OFFICE. . 

An adjourned meeting of the pensioners of the 
late War, resident in Chicago, was held in the la- 
dies’ Ordinary of the Sherman House last evering 
at8o'clock. Capt. Conners called the meeting to 


order. 
The minutes of the previous meeting were read 


and, on motion, approved. 
Mr. Conners, from the Committee to look after 


the Chicago Pension Agency, reported that he had 
called upon Congressmen Brentano and Aldrich. 
Mr. Brentano was present, bat Mr. Aldrich 
was unable to attend, and the speak-* 
er read a letter from him, stating 
that he was unavoidably absent, bat hat he would 
be willing to go to Washington, or to do anything 


in his power for the pensioners. 

The P secretary read a memoria: which had 
been prepared to send to the Hon. Carl Schurz, 
Secretary of the Interior, on the subject, which 
he hoped would be adopted. The paper was in 
substance as follows: 

The vetitioners submit that the City of Chicago 
isthe most central and economical point for the 
location of the Pension Agency. That 1,700 pen- 
sioners are here congregated, 500 of whom are 
widows. Also, that the class of pensioners here are 
among the most worthy and needy class; and 
that a change would work great nardships. 
The postal facilities of Chicago are 
so great that removal of the office to any other 
place would greatly embarrass the pensioners. 
The petition closes with an urgent recommenda- 
tion to the Department to e the matter into 
consideration. 

It was remarked that the 1,700 pensioners of 
Chicago had rights which the Government should 
not ignore; it been stated that it would cost 
each pensioner ninety cents additional if the Pen- 
sion Office was removed to Springfield; and 
the idea should be kept before the public 
that these opie, eserving 80 much 
at the hands of the Government, sbodld have their 
claims considered with favor. The matter should 
be kept before the mind of the President, who had 
shown a noble disposition to attend to the inter- 
ests of the old soldiers. 

Mr. Mullins said that there were pensioners who 
were not soldiers who would join heartily in this 
movement, and they ＋ 1 to have an opportunity 
to come forward in the interests of their com- 
rades. The matter under consideration would, he 
thought, be brought closely home to Mr. Schurz, 
who hadthe subject principally incharge. Mr. 
Schurz had many friends in Chicago who would 
urge it upon him. 

The Hon. Lorenz Brentano being called upon 
fer some remarks, replied that the matter of the 
pensioners of Chicago had been brought to the 
attention of the President. and that when he haa 
heard that the Pension Agency had been taken 
away from Chicago he was greatly surprised. The 
probabilities were that the subject would receive 
the favorabie consideration of the President of the 
United States. 

The meeting unanimousty resolved to adopt the 
resolutions read, and to forward copies to the 
President of the United States and to the Secretary 
of the Interior. 

Adjourned subject to call of the Chairman.

LAKE MICHIGAN. 
DR. KNOX MAKES AN ANALYSIS OF THE WATER 
WE DRINK. 

Dr. J. Suydam Knox, Assistant Health Commis- 
sioner, who was deputed some time since by Dr. 
De Wolf, the Health Commissioner, to investigate 
the purity of the lake water, has concluded his 
laborious task and embodies the fruits of hie ex- 
haustive researches in a report of great length, 
though of considerable interest not only to scien- 
tists but to practical people generally. 

The repor: starts out with the decisive statement 
that, strictly speaking, absolutely pure water is an 
unknown quantity except in the laborators. Rain, 
spring. river, and lake or pond water—the four 
used for drinking—partake of this general impuri- 
ty. Rain water, besides containing animal and 
vegetable germs, also contains free aur, 
nitrogen, carbonic acid, and carbonate of 
ammonia. Spring water takes its char- 
acter from the soil through which it 

s, and river water contains the earthy salts 
ound in springs, besides much surface water, with 
its insoluble earths, and decaying organic animal 
and vegetable matter. Lake water, composed of 
rain, spring, and river waters, contains the impuri- 
ties of all three; but these impurities are deposit- 
ed as sediment, and carry down with them mach 
organic matter. Then. again, excretions and dead 
and decaying vegetable and animal life add to 
these impurities. To even a greater degree are 
drinking waters polluted by chemical, vegetable 
and matters proceeding from certain refuse pro- 
ducts of manufacturing establishments. The ex- 
tent of this depends upon the relation of the vol- 
ume of water to those waste products. At times 
the chemist fails to detect it, and at 
others it becomes offensive to sight, taste, 
and smell. Lake waters, as a rule, are consid- 
ered the purest and therefore the best. In one 
United States gallon of water taken out of the lake 
two miles beyond the crib, the Doctor found such 
impurities as sulphate of lime, carbonate of 
lime, carbonate of magnesia, silica, per- 
oxide of iron, alummia, and phosphates, chlor - 
ides of sodium, and potassium organic matter, 
free carbonic acid, and sediment. Of these, the 
carbonate of lime, carbonate of magnesia, and 
free carbonic acid existed to the greatest extent. 
In some elaborate tests to determine the amount 
of organic matter found in water drawn from vari- 
ous sections, the Doctor ascertained that the 
greatest amounts were present in water 
taken 300 feet from the pier. and ten 
feet deep. and from a_ faucet’ during 
the recent freshet. In each gallon of the daily 
supply of water there are about . 0089 of organic 
matter. Samples of this water stood lightly cooked 
for two weeks, butat the end of that time no 
change was observed, and there was not the least 
offensive taste or smell, and only a very slight 
sediment had been deposited. A sample drawn 
during the freshet was almost wine-colored, and 

BBCAME VERY OFFENSIVE ! 
to the smell on standing. During the freshet, the 
sewage of the city was carried out into the lake 
together with vast quantities of putrid animal mat- 
ter from the disagreeable water—the south fork of 
the South Branch. This was nothing less than 
the refuse from the slaughter and rendering- houses. 
In this the Doctor traces the cause of 80 
much suffering from enteric disorders. The report 
takes the position that our lake water compares 
most favorably with the water supplied to other 
cities in regard to this matter of organic taint. It is 
purer, in other words, than water drawn from Cre- 
ton River, Ridgewood, Cochituate. Schuylxill, 
Delaware, Hudson, Lake Erie, or the Passaic. The 
Doctor discovered no lactona nor vibros in the crib 
water, although he did come across the cyclops 
madricornus and diptomus. The report takes the 
ground, after due comparison of various statistics, 
that hard water is the most favored for drinkin 
urposes, and ascribes to the properties foun 

fn the crib water its peculiarly sparkling 
appearance and palatable taste. To these 
it concludes, the low death rate of 20.41 in 1,000 
is owing. The slightly antacid and astringent 
properties of the lake water tend to decrease in- 
fant mortality during the summer. The amount of 
organic impurity in tue crib water is so small more- 
over, that the lime salts are preservative and the 
water is not poisoned with lead. 

The main part of the report is appropriately de- 
voted to the subject of sewage in larger cities, 
and eminent authorities are quoted to zubstantiate 
the opinion that sewage ought not to enter into 
water to be used for drinking. This naturally in- 
troduces another subject—the influence of contam- 
inated drinking water in producing 
discase and extending epidemics—and he Doctor 
proceeds to notice at some length weil-known in- 
stances where cholera, typhoid fever, and dysen- 
tery have been distinctly traced to this fruitful 
cause of disorders. During the absence of epi- 
demic diseases this influence is unseen, but the 
daily reception into the body of the minutest quan- 
tities slowly undermines the heaith and induces 
Gisease when an epidemic does appear, as was well 
illustrated in the London cholera epidemic of 
1854. This subject becomes an I im- 
— 2 one when itis remembered that it is per- 

ectly sible for water tobe polluted ina way 
to render it 

ENTIRELY UNFIT FOR DOMESTIC USES, 
and yet give no evidence to either sight or taste 
of such pollution. The fact that two miles be- 
ond the crib the amount of organic matter to the 
Jnited States gailon is .0688 grains, while 300 feet 
from the pier it rises to 1.6728 grains, is noted as 
an evidence that the lake water is being steadily 
polluted. The sources of this pollution are the 
distilleries, slaughter and rendering houses, and 
the Ogden-Wentworth ditch. In regard to the 
former the citizens of Chicago are tolerably 
well posted; but the conciusions of Dr. Knox 
on this subject are well worthy of note. From a 
careful estimate he found that nearly 500 tons of 
animal excreta are dumped into the lake every 
week. The Doctor advocates the propricty of 
placing buoys in the lake so as to distinctly mark 
the three-mile limit. within which the law pro- 
vides that refuse matter shall not be dumped, and 
he also suggests that the dumping-boats be al- 
lowed to leave the harbor only at a certain hour 
of the day, and only on permit from the Health 
Department. A still better plan, the Doctor sug- 

sts, would be for the Legislature to prevent this 
ouling of the water by the proper legal measures.

THE DIPLOMATS. 
VARIOUS RUMORS. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Nzew York, June 3—3:20 a. m.—The Herald 
has the following from London: People are 
anxiously awaiting the announcement of the 
Czar’s arrival on the Danube, in the expectation 
of hearing of some grand military movement 
that will give an indication of the ultimate re- 
sult of the campaign. The vague rumors of an 
Anglo-Austrian alliance seem to be partially 
confirmed by the news from Berlin. 

SIGNIFICANT DIPLOMATIC MOVEMENTS. 

The Herald correspondent in Berlin telegraphs 
that in diplomatic circles in that city great po- 
litical importance is attached to the present visit 
of Lord Odo Russell, the British Ambassador, to 
England. Many rumors have been in circulation 
of late relating to the part which England is 
likely to take in the present Eastern complica- 
cations, and a feeling is gaining ground that an 
Anglo-Austrian alliance against Russia, with 
the co-operation, under certain conditions, of 
France, is 

ONE OF THE POSSIBILITIES 
of the near future. In any event, Lord Odo 
Russell’s visit at the present juncture is looked 
upon as being of more than usual significance. 

Another diplomatic event, which is much 
spoken of, is the probable visit of Count 
Schouvaloff, the Russian Minister to England, 
to Prince Bismarck, at Kissengen, on his return 
from St. Petersburg to London.

APPROACHING PEACEFUL SOLUTION 
still continue to be circulated, notwithstanding 
the repeated contradictions recently given to 
them by the best informed Berlin journals. 

The Austrian fleet in the Levant has been in- 
creased, showing that Austria con- 
siders her interests to some extent imperiled 
in that quarter.

“OUR BOARDING-HOUSE.”’ 

Mevicker's Theatre has held many large com- 
panies during the past week, the attraction 
being Mr. Leonard Grover’s play of Our 
Boarding-House.” It would not be a pleasant 
task to sit in solemn judgment on this piece, 
which has been so often sent to the limbo of 
unforgotten things in the newspapers, and so 
extravagantly patronized by the people. Tun 
Tutgunm long ago characterized it as an odd 
mixture of farce and drama, and has not since 
deviated from that judgment. Either the farce

The secret of the success 
the piecag has lately enjoyed at McVicker’s 
Theatre is easily found. There has been in the 
first place approval in the East, and the multitude 
of sins in which the play abounds is thereby, in 
tie vpinion of many, covered with an ample and 
sufficient indulgence. Inthe next place, there 
has been the assurance that the parts, such as 
they are, have nearly all been intrusted to com- 
petefit actors. We knew beforchand that the 
play must be almost inconceivable from which 


Crane, Robson, and McKee Rankin could extract 


no entertainment. Grover’s “‘ Boarding-House ” 
is not inconceivable; that is to say, the piay is 
not, althourh the institution mav boleft open 
todoubt. The dramatic coustruction, which con- 
stitutes the chief, ii not the only, merit of the 
play, is ingenious and correct. It is the series of 
constant surprises which holds the interest of 
the audience Alter the first act. The incident of 
the diamond ring is one of the most interesting 
episodes ever introduced in an American com- 
edy. So the play of cross-purposes in the last 
act between Malter, his mother, Beatrice, and 
Dexter, is rapid and amusing. Neither of these 
passages has perhlaps any large claims to origi- 
nality, and we do not understand that any of 


the play is conspicuous in this respect. Some 
of it comes from “Slasher and Crasner,“ some 
from the French, and more from the common 
reservoir of dramatic things,—the ancient ro- 
where, for these many hundred years, 
the skeletons of old plays have been secure] 
‘ked. This fact has not at all interfered wit 
he success of the piece, and ought not to do 
so. -The old things have been put together in 
new relations, and a more favorable light has 
been thrown upon them, so that we might greet 
them with acclamation if they were altogether 
harmonious among themselves. 
The princi recommendation of the . 
people ia to be found in 
the fact that it promises good acting. We know 
that the cast is tolerably even, and that among 
the men ittle improvement could be looked 
for. It is something to be assured that 
the theatre is not occupied by the or- 
dinary stock-company, and still sweeter 
is the thought that no organization 
froin St. Louis, Cleveland, or Cincinnati has 
descended upon this devoted town and claimed 
for its own the enthusiastic but ignorant few. 
Rankin’s /iorefti is the best impersonation he 
has ever given bere; and, although not strictly 
original, bas merits of a high order. He makes 
the Italian less hateful than Vincent did, and in 
this shows better art. Vincent should not be 
scoffed at because he happened to be a member 
of a picked-up company, aud now occupies no 
elevated pagition on the stage. He was once 
higher in the profession than kKankin is; 
his art was as gpod; his power of 
expression was as wide and accu- 
rate. He can still act well when he chooses. 
and might put his present successor to his 
trumps in many a part. But as /ivretti Rankin 
has the best of it, because Le is amore genial 
and companionable rascal. Vincent’s Italian 
would be kicked into the street at an early mo- 
ment of his residence in the boarding-house.

There was a sort of artificiality about him, 
which, although not apparent to the casual ob- 
server, detracted from the symmetry of nis 
disembodiment. He had not “ magnetism,”’ 
and decidediy not the savoir vivre. He never 
had these qualities. He was, in short, 
a sort of Frankenstein, a creation of an imagi- 
nation as vivid and more perm than that of 
Mary Wollstonecraft Shelicy. No galvanized 
remnants of dissccting- rooms and graveyards 
constituted the person of this automaton; a 
night-siirt and ten old newspapers made up his 
noble figure. Cold, and still, and beautiful he 
lav, conscious perbaps of the fact that his joints 
were not supple, and his beauty too fragile for 
the coarse purposes of social admiration.

He wore his years easily and gracefully, and 
was not too deeply impressed witi his responsi- 
bility, though of course in advance of his asso- 
clates in all the adventitious circumstances of 
age and learning. The four citizens were mus- 
cular and powerful representatives of Roman 
independence. No pampered creatures of a 
luxurious and effeminate age were they, but 
embodiments of the stalwart thought of 
Rome.

WAGNER IN LONDON. 

A SKETCH OF THE RECENT CONCERTS, 

Apecial Correapondence Qf The Tribune. 

Lon bon, May 12.—For the past month the 
coming of Wagner, and the “Festival” to be 
given under his leadership at the Albert Hall 
have been the absorbing topic and anticipation 
among musicians and the larger world of music- 
lovers. Apart from the desire of seeing the 
composer himself, a desire which was very keen 
with many who had acquired from his literary 
works, not less than from his music, a great 
interest in the man, there was the hope of ob- 
taining an idea, even if an inadequate one, of 
the great work which was represented at Bay- 
reuth last summer,—the remarkable Trilogy“ 
which was, in the opinion of the author and his 
followers, destined to mark @ new point of de- 


parture in the art of music. 
HIS FORMER VISITS. 
This is not his first visit to England. In 1839, 


a young man of 26, poor, and of powers almost 
as much unknown to himeelf as to the world, he 
came to London, storm-driven, on his way to 
Paris. The poem of “ Rienzi,” and the music 
of the first two acts of the opera, be was carry- 
ing with him to the gay Capital; and be scems 
to have made no attempt towards its presenta- 
tion here. Fifteen years later he came to Lon- 
don and conducted eight concerts of the Phil- 
harmonic Society. At this time he was known 
as the author of “Rienzi,” Tann- 
bauser,” The Flying Dutchman,” and 
„% Lohengrin;” but the works themselyes— 
having as yet been performed only in Germany, 
the tirst successfully and the second with scant 
welcome 4 Dresden, and the last two with 
slight appreciation at Berlin and Weimar re- 
spectively—were but little familiar to the Eu- 
glish public, to whom the composer was better 
known as the author of pamphlets on the Revo- 
lution of 40, and of the works Opera and 
Drama” and The Art Work of the Future.“ 
To the latter we are indebted for the phrase 
‘‘music of the future,“ now so generally ap- 
lied to Wagner’s musical efforts and theories. 

his second visit was not a happy or successful 
one. It is curious to note, even at the present 
day, how large an influcnce political ideas exert 
upon the acceptance of works of art in 
England. In the days ot Shelley and 
Keats this was strikingly evident as to 
literature. In 1849 and °SS politics could 
still influence musical criticism.: To a large 
majority of that class whose wealth and leisure 
bie them to be powerful supporters of art, 
Wagner was a dangerous agitator—a dauntless 
and outspoken advocate of theories (presuma- 
bly) fatal to certain ancient institutions and 
privileges. That portion of the press which 
was the exponent of this class insisted on see- 
ing or hearing bis music through the medium 
of the man, whom they pursued with bitter 
hostility. Among musicians he fared not much 
better. He was the bold propounder of new 
musical ideas and theories which condemned of 
necessity much of the popular music of the 
time. In his exposition and advocacy of these 
he had been and was still eager, energetic, 
boisterous even; he struck at whatever 
he thought false, and troubled himeeif 
little as to the reputations or feelings which 
were hurt by the blow. That his long isolation 
and struggies, and the bitterness with which (to 
use Bulwerian capitals) the First-rate bebolds. 
the worship the Second-rate everywhere 
around it, had made him somewhat morbid, 
there can be no doubt; nor that this bittcrness 
intensified his naturally brusque and trenchant 
speech. There are plenty of reasons in these 
things why, as report declares, he was well hated 
and vilified in that second visit of his to London. 
He had the luck, also, to mortally offend his 
orchestra. Mendelssohn was the popular idol 
at that time among English musicians, and 
Wagner was thought to have cast some slight 
upon Menielssohn’s works in the course of a 
piece he was conducting. Certainly he had no 
serious cause of difference with that master, but 
perhaps he had the impatience common to all e 
‘original creators, of hearing the Aristides of the 
past continually harped upon as the only Just. 
Later, when his niece, Johanna Wagner,—a fine 
singer and actress, and the first Zlizabeth of his 
‘Tannhauser,’’—fulfilled a not very successful 
engagement here, one of Wacner’s expressions. 
in a private letter to her, containing a compli- 
ment to the wealth, at the expense of the in- 
telligence of Englishmen, was caught up by the 
press, and did not tend to soften the impression 
he had left behind him. 

But music and musical reputations have 
changed much since then. The Festival at 
Bayreuth may de regarded as Wagner's 
apothevsis. n a nancial point of 
view, it was, however, as had been ex- 
pected, no great success. The project of a 
partial repetition of the Bayreuth music to a 
metropolitan audience, without the expense of 
scenery, was. started by his friends in London 

artly with the idea of making good some of 
ast summer’s deficit.. Looking at his appear- 
ance here from this point of view, and consider- 
ing that he has always insisted on the necessity 
of adequate scenery and appropriate dramatic 
action to a proper comprehension and apprecia- 
tion of his works, it might be regarded as some- 
thing of a sacrifice, and would seem even pa- 
thetic after the triumph of last August. In 
tls light some of the anti-Wagner press here 
seem to regard it, and note it with a few 
untimely jeers, which recall the spirit of twenty 
years ago. But Iam quite assured that some- 
thing more than the hope of financial profit in- 
duced Wagner to make, and his frends here to 
desire, this partial representation of his great 
work. A great reputation cannot be assured, 
nor a great principle in art tested, in an obscure 
corner before an audience of the esoteric kind. 
Great artists tend naturally toward the great 
capitals of the civilized world, and long for 
recognition there. And Wagner, conscious of 
the great advance in this direction since that last 
humiliating visit. may have wished to test and 
measure its limits by the reception of himself 
and his masterpiece.

A RETROSPECT. 

While he stood before us receiving those bois- 
terous demonstrations I could not belp think- 
ing through how many vicissitudes he had come 
to that were and that, whatever opinions the 
world may ho d as to his special theories, he de- 
serves whatever honors he has reached. Child 
in acrowded little German home at Leipsic; 
boy at the Kreuzschule at Dresden, devouring 
Shakspeare and writing that first of his operas, 
in which most of the characters are killed off in 
the first acts, to reappear as ghosts in the last; 
enthusiastic student of Beethoven at Leipsic, at 
whose first overture the audience of 
the Leipsic theatre overflow in _ irrepres- 
sible larity ; young conductor of 
second-rate operas at Riga, hard-working and 
conscientious. (There is something pathetic in 
all that fervor and exactitude bestowed on ſu- 
sipidities of Adam and Donizetti.) But most 
pathetic of all, perhaps, isthe young composer 
in Paris, ridiculed by a public enraptured with 
Meyerbeer and Halevy, facing the wolf, starva- 
tion, whom he keeps at bay by musical articles, 
and by adaptations” and arrangements of 
the “Reine de Chyprie” and Fav rita.“ His 
bright novelette, Ihe End of a Musician in 
Paris,” is no unworthy precursor of The Ro- 
mance of a Poor Young Man.“ Then he comes 
into view again as the ardent revolution- 
ist—in art as well as politics, as pis 
„Opera and Drama” shows—as the lonely ex- 
ile, ten years away from his fatherland; as the 
conductor in London of an unsympathetic or- 
chestra to an unsympathetie audience, decried 
by press, public, and musician, and at war with 
all. —＋ there is the Wagner of Bayreuth. 
brooding the century- flower of the great Tri- 
logy; and of the famous Festival, receiving the 
congratulations of thousands. 

THE PROGRAMME. 

All these various figures compressed into one 
lend, no doubt, their glamor to the slight, ner- 
vous being before us, who lifts his baton with a 
swift spasmodic motion, and launches the or- 
chestra upon the deep, powerful strains of the 
Kaiser March. This was best performed of any 
of the orchestral parts under Waguer's con- 
ducting, and with its grand opening phrases 
from the famous old ‘Eine feste Bum“ of 
Luther, produced a fine effect. Next was given 
the Prayer of Rienzi,” sung by 

GEORGE UNGER, 

the Siegfried of Bayreuth. Unger is a rather 
fine-looking man, with something even impos- 
ing in his appearance, but his countenance 
lacks, I think, what, so far as I have heard him, 
his singing does also—a certain spirit, intelli- 
gence, fire: there is too much oi the German 
inertia in both. Nor does he manage his voice 
according to the recognized canons of any 
school: be has neither the impassioned declama- 
tion of the French nor the full, lyric flow of the 
Italian. His best holt,“ if I may be allowed a 
little New England phraseology, is a kind of 
serious, distinct, well-modulated tone, in which 
the various shades of meaning and feeling are 
given with great correctness of expression. In 
this respect the vast spaces of Albert Hall 
tell heavily against him. From the stalls, lower 
ainphitheatre, and boxes, he is heard to great 
advantage, but in the balcony a great many of 
the more delicate shades of expression are lost, 
and I should think that in the gallery only a 
broad and general eifect could be obtained. 
Then came the March ot Peace“ from the 
same opera; and Rienzi's Address to the 
Couspirators,“ also sung by Unger. We then 
had the pow well-known March from Tann- 
hauser,“ and the second act of that opera. In 
spite of me or two infelicities, this was the 
most enjoyable part of the evening. The 
orchestra, as used and understood by Waguer, is 
a wonderful instrument. I use the word ad- 
visedly, for it hardly seems a collection 
of instruments; in its happiest moments it 
has but one voice and one soul, though like all 
souls it has many ideas. The use of the organ 
in this march has ovcasionel much diversity of 
opinion, many musicians and amateurs asserting 
that the organist drowned the band completely, 
ae others appiauding the effect produced. 

or myself, can only say that the result 
seemed to me one of the finest orchestral effects 
lever heard. The organ seemed to make a full, 
even flow of melody, bearing up and sustaining 
the more delicate tones of the instruments, as 
a fine alto often aids a soprano; or like a noble 
background whict threw into relief all the finer 
beauties of the . here doctors 
disagree.

MADAME MATERNA: 

She sang first the song of Elizabeth in the Hall 
of Singers at the Wartburg, and the second 
scene with Tannhauser. Frau Materna is a tall 
commanding woman, of powerful physique, and 
somewhat majestic presence. Her countenance 
is agreeable, but its effect would be greater if 
its merits were of the simple and noble style, 
instead of inclining rather to a prettiness incon- 
sistent with her magnitude of figure. Her 
voice is sweet, powerful, and very well modu- 
lated; her elocution is admirable, expressing 
the minutest shades of sentiment, and 60 dis- 
tinct that even to those who were not fully at 
home in the language she was always perfect! 
audible. Having been trained by Wagner with 
the greatest care as his representative heroine, 
she may be regarded as the acme of protest 
against the ** sound-witnout-sense manner of 
early Italian opera. Her utterances, whether 
tender, pathetic, or tragic, were as plain as 
those of a great actress in a fine drama without 
music. She would be thrilling and irresistibie 
if she. had only a little touch of magneti 
electric power over her, audience. So far as 
can see, there is no link between her and them. 
What she does she does nobly, and you can 
listen or not, as you can look or not at a fine 
statue; but she does not out of herself and 
compel or win your attention.

““THE PRODIGAL so.“ 

The Choral Union last Tuesday evening gave 
for the first time in Chicago Sullivan’s new ora- 
torio of The Prodigal Son.“ This work con- 
tains some of the best of Mr. Sullivan's writing, 
and still it is within the grasp ot almost any tol- 
erably good society. It is evident that the au- 
tnor had iu view the capabilities of the average 
singer, including the compass of voice, for most 
of it is of the plainer writing, and the average 
compassed singer finds few notes out of easy 
range. Our concert-goers may thank the Choral 
Union for introducing so pleasing a work, and 
one which undoubtedly can be made to help 
much in our musical growth. The time occu- 
pied in singing it was one hour and fifteen min- 
utes, so that it nicely fills out one part of a con- 
cert programme. The story is the familiar 
one of the Prodigal Son as narrated in 
the Bible. The vocal numbers take us 
successively through these thoughts: The joy 
of the angels over repenting sinuers, the mercy 
of the Lord as afather, and the perfect pro- 
vision for the happiness of all who do right. 
We are led to the story by a tenor solo, giving 
the narrative: A certain man had two sons, 
etc. In the course of this solo supreme selfisb- 
ness is the ruling motive. The bass solos pre- 
sent directly the opposite principle. The narra- 
tive continues, and the Prodigal is represented 
as among his 2 indulging in all man- 
ner of excesses. Inu this we think the author 
most happy in the expression of the idea in the 
text. e Prodigal and companions are urged 
ou to excess in indulgence by the thought that 
soon they must die, and so be deprived 
of all enjoyment.

PARIS. 
“ THE KING OF LAHORE.”’ 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

Paris, May 19.—All Paris is going wild over 
M. Massenet’s opera Le Roi de Lahore,” and 
the name of Sita, the beautiful heroine, is on 
every tongue. We have coiffures a la Sita, 
tollettes a la Sita, and a fashionable 
modiste is preparing a robe a la Sita for 
the Exposition Universelle at an expense of 
25,000 francs. The inauguration of simplicity is 
therefore postponed to an indefinite period, at 
least by the admirers of brilliant Oriental 
costumes. The actual mode, however, favors 
extremities, and many new summer 
styles present striking contrasts, in 
their complications and gorgeous hues, to 
equal numbers remarkable for simple arrange- 
meuts and avoidance of brilliant colors. The 


latter are generally the more elegant, excepting 


some which are making their appearance so 
rigidly plain that all sense of beauty is lost in 
the effort to appear original. Thus, a fashiona- 
ble costume presents, among new creations, a 
dove-colored tissue, without flounce, fold, or 
drapery on the skirt, or any possible relief to 
the high corsage and tightily-fitting sleeves. 
This exaggerated simplicity, which confounds 


the beautiful with the eccentric, is more cen- 
surable in its affectation than the extravagant 
combinations so profusely arrayed against good 
taste in the same establishment. In the latter 
catezory, a silk toilette of Florentin-bronze 
shade 
WAS PROMINENT AS A NOVELTY, 

and therefore must de noticed to the exclusion 
of some beautiful dresses, but which were over- 
shadowed by the claims of the last arrival a la 
mode. The skirt of this toilette, which was of 
silk, was ornameted in front with three plaited 
flounces of grenadine, striped in the most brill- 
iant colors. There were two of these flounces on 
the side and one behind, all of which formed an 
average-width trimming round the skirt, and 
the back one, with additional fullness, fell over a 
singularly-pointed train.

have not yet made their appearance, but mo- 
distes inform that the most favorite combina- 
tions will be obatiste with ‘“foulard a 
jour,” ornamented with the new chene 
ribbons. These have generally white 
grounds, on which are brocaded rosebuds sur- 
rounded by foliage, and other delicate designs 
in the palest tints imaginable, and are amon 
the handsomest novelties of the season. 
Normandy hat of rice straw, trimmed with this 
ribbon, attracted my attention yesterday as be- 
ing worthy of notice on accouat of its extreme 
novelty ang beauty.

Rezke, who as- 
sumes the role of Sita, has received a copy of 
the partition, superbly bound in licht- blue vel- 
vet, from M. Massenet, with a dedication con- 
taining complimentary selections from the Ora- 
torio of Eve.“ 

Tue Grand Opera announces a new ballet to 
be given in August with unprecedented attrac- 
tions, but as the ballet in the Roi de Lahore ex- 
ceeds the wildest imaginings in its beauty, M. 
Kalanzier’s promises for the future cannot be 
relied on. Gounod promises a new opera on 
the occasion of the reopening of the Opera 
Comique on Sept. 1. e is now conducting 
Cing- Mars on account of the resignation of M. 
Lamomeux, but this compulsory dutyis not 
very naturally accepted.

A TRANSFORMATICN-SCENE.

Lzerezie, Germany, May 11.—This city has 
just passed through a transformation-scene 
which is of semi-annual occurrence, and, to an 
American, unique and interesting. Every 
Easter and Michacimas the Innerstadt is 
turned completely upside down, and inside out, 
by the great fairs which are held, and which 
bring together merchants, great and small, 
from all parts of the world, with wares as vari- 
ous and multitudinous as the wants of mankind 


demand. 

For a whole month the city is scarcely recog- 
nizable, as every available space is occupied by 
the temporary structures erected for the use of 
the merchantmen. The tri-weekly market is 
banished for the time to another part of the 
town; and the pretty, picturesque Market- 
Square is closely packed with booths. The large 
Theatre-Square, the University-Place, and all 
other places of the kind, become busy centres of 
trade. The streets are thronged by a bustling 
crowd, intent upon buying and selling; and the 
quiet citizen hardly feels at home in his own 
city. A variety of costumes meet the eye, as 
the representatives of the different nationalities 
often come in their native dress; but I am told 
that a few years since such sights were far more 
numerous than at present. as many Eastern 
people now adopt, for the time, the European 
style of dress—so much of the picturesqueness 
of the occasion is lost.

$3,000. This was an assurance, indeed, that he 
made the drive to Pelham not asa business 

but forthe lode and glory of it. 
The Colonel is credited with a strong desire to 
make coaching as popular in New York as it is 
in London, and mayhap this degire impels him 
to the loss of his money. But I fancy the ex- 
citement of the down Fifth avenue, with 
ite splendid chance to display horsemanship, 
and the start and finish made in the presence of 
a throng of admiring spectators, has something 
to do with it, too.

CHEAP BOOKS. 

The competition between English and Ameri- 
can publishing-houses in this market makes it 
possible to now and then get à well-printed, 
well-bound, and otherwise desirable book at 
what is a merely nominal price compared with 
the common rates. Take the poem of Harry,” 
for instance, which is just now the popular 
thing, and which defies the critics by a certain 
ingenuousness and unpretension. This little 
book of 150 pages, published by Macmillan, was 
reprinted by Scribner in three forms, extra 
cloth at 50 cents, plain cloth at 25, paper 
at 10. In co uence the Macmillan cloth 
edition, very tasteful, and equal to the best of 
Scribner’s, can be bought for 20 cents. 
Booksellers say this does not cover the cost, but 
that is the Macmillans’ business, and readers 
take the cheap volume without compunction. 
Through the same kind of competition with a 
Philadelphia house, the last edition of 
Chambers’ Encyclopedia, ten large volumes 
with colored maps, has been selling as low as 
$20 aset. Like the railroad wars which bring 
down rates, this style of business may prove 
decidedly unpleasant for those engaged in it, 
but decidedly agreeable all the same to pas- 
sengers and purchasers.
